Frederick may recover from this attack as he 
has done from others.

The Queen offered the use of Buckingham 
Palace to the King of Sweden and Norway on 
his arrival in London, but as his Majesty was 
travelling incognito he preferred staying at the 
Grand Hotel. King Oscar arrived in Berlin on 
Tuesday. The Queen of Sweden left England 
the same day. 

The Queen drove out at Balmoral last Satur- 
day morning, attended by the Dowager Duchess 
of Roxburghe. Prince and Princess Henry of 
Battenberg and Prinvess Louise of Schleswig- 
Holstein, with the Hon. Frederica FitzRoy and 
the Hon. A. G. Yorke in attendance, drove to 
Kildrummie Castle, and honoured Sir J. and Lady 
Clark with a visit at Tilliepronie. In the after- 
noon her Majesty drove out, accompanied by 
Princess Victoria, and attended by the Dowager 
Duchess of Roxburghe. 

The Rev. Donald M‘Leod, D.D., one of her 
Majesty’s Chaplains, arrived at the castle, and 
had the honour of dining with the Queen and the 
Royal family.

THE PRINCE OF WALES 
AT THE OPENING OF Y.M.C.A.’S 
GYMNASIUM IN LONG-ACRE. 


Wz present an Illustration of an interesting 
ceremony on one of our centre pages. Тһе Prince 
of Wales, the King of Sweden and Norway, and 
Prince Albert Victor, on the Seventh of June, 
took part in the opening of a new gymnasium, 
in connection with the Young Men's Christian 
Association. It is at 92, Long-acre, and. has 
been fitted with gymnastic appliances by Mr. 
George Spencer. ‘The National Physical Recre- 
ation Society, of which Mr. Herbert Gladstone, 
M.P., is president, offers a number of prizes for 
annual competition, the most valuable being a 
national challenge shield, worth 200 guineas, to 
be contended for by the gymnasia affiliated to 
the society. This year the competition was very 
severe, but a team of eight men from the Exeter 
Hall Gymnasium won it, defeating teams from 
Birmingham, Devonshire, Aberdeen, and Liver- 
pool.“ The presentation of this shield was part 
of the programme. ‘The fine hall was kept clear 
in the centre for the evolutions of the athletes, 
whose lung power was most forcibly indi- 
cated by the lusty cheers with which they 
greeted the arrival of the Royal visitors. The 
ladies and gentlemen spectators occupied the 
sides of the hall and the gallery; and amongst 
those present were the Bishop of London, Lord 
Aberdeen, _ Lord Compton, Lord Meath, Lord 
Denman, Lord Charles Beresford, Lord Kinnaird, 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts, M.P., Mr. Horace Cox, Mr. 
C. Vanderbilt, Lord Brassey, Mr. H. Gladstone, 
M.P., and Mr. Tritton. The Bishop of London 
read prayers, and the Earl of Aberdeen then pre- 
sented an address of welcome to the Prince of 
Wales, on behalf of the Central Young Men's 
Christian Association. . The Committee declared 
their sincere gratification at the presence of the 
King of Sweden and Norway, more especially 
remembering that the triennial conference of the 
associations throughout the world will meet in 
Stockholm this year, at his Majesty’s invitation. 
It was incidentally mentioned in the address that 
the Young Men’s. Christian Association was 
founded forty-four years ago ; has at the present 
time nearly. 4000 affiliated branches, scattered 
throughout the Colonies and the civilised world— 
seventy-seven being in’ London — and has ‘an 
aggregate membership of 250,000 persons. "The 
Prince was assured that in declaring the building 
open he was granting to the young men of the 
metropolis a. boon that. cannot be too highly 
estimated. :

The Prince of Wales acknowledged the com- 
pliment paid him, and delivered the following 
reply :— 

Your Majesty, Lord Aberdeen, my Lords, Ladies, and 
Gentlemen,—I am most grateful to you, indeed, Lord 


Aberdeen, for the address which = have just read to me. 
І сап really assure you all that by coming here I receive 
very great satisfaction, and Г am glad to take part ina 
work in which so many of you are interested. Fróm the 
account you, Lord Aberdeen, have given us of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, I have little doubt but 
that it is an association founded upon excellent and 
practical principles, and that 16 is an association likely not 
only long to continue in existence, but likely to be greatly 
augmented in its usefulness, as well as in the numbers 
benefited by it. I am glad that you combine. with 
Christian education healthy recreation, which must, 
no doubt, tend to be - of the greatest benefit. to 
the community at large, and especially to young 
men, who are exposed to so many temptations in 
a great city like this.

We have much pleasure in adding to the 
NATIONAL PORTRAIT GALLERY of The Penny Illus- 
trated Paper a good likeness of the gifted painter 
of “Crowns of Joy and Sorrow," from the 
photograph taken by the London Stereoscopic 
Company. Mr. Philip Richard Morris, A.R.A., 
has enriched British Art with some of the most 
beautiful and most poetical works of the past 
twenty years. He interprets the beauties of 
Nature with a sympathetic hand, and has made 
himself our debtor by rendering on canvas 
images of undying loveliness, reflecting infinite, 
patient study, and thoughtful observation of sea, 
sky, and land, and all people who thereon do 
dwell Phil Morris, in a word, paints with the 
hand, heart, and brain of genius. A native of 
Devonport, son of an engineer and ironfounder, 
Phil Morris had early in life a fondness for Art ; 
amd was encouraged to pursue it by Holman 
Hunt. Hence he entered himself as à student 
of our foremost Art schools, those attached to the 
Royal Academy; and he studied and practised, 
drew and painted, with such success that he won 
the gold medal for the best historical, picture of 
his year, ‘‘ The Good Samaritan." Two of his 
earliest Academy paintings, “* Peaceful Days" 
and ** Voices from the Sea” won for him honour 
he may well have been proud of. They were 
bought, respectively, by those eminent Acade- 
micians, Mr. Creswick and Mr. Egg. Havin 
gained the travelling studentship of the Roya 
Academy, Phil Morris journeyed in France 
and in Italy, and added richly to his Art 
knowledge. In this year of the Ter-centenary 
of the Spanish Armada, it is interesting | to 
note that Mr. Morris has illustrated with his 
rainbow -hued brush the dispersion of the Spanish 
Armada along the Hebrides. His ‘f Crowns of 
Joy and Sorrow "' we hold to be one of his most 
talented paintings. The merits of the subject 
may be judged from the Engraving, which we 
have special permission to present with each copy 
of our present Number. The beginning and end 
of life, a young mother's transcendant love for 
her first child and a bent widow's sorrow- 
ing, joyous hopes and mournful mounds in 
God's Acre, are limned with such loving-tender- 
ness that, in regarding this picture, we fecl sure 
it isa big-hearted poet-painter who has delineated 
this beautiful English churchyard scene for us.

BERESFORD'S “PICNIC.” 


THe valiant Commander of the Condor and 
zealous Naval Reformer, Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, M.P., on Saturday last invited and person- 
ally conducted a great number of members of 
Parliament over Portsmouth Harbour; and 
gallant Admiral Sir George Willes, K.C.B., 
courteously arranged a variety of naval man- 
œuvres for the party. Special trains, conveying

portions of ‘‘ the noble six hundred ” legislators, 


were run to Portsmouth by the South-Western 
and London - Brighton Railway Companies. 
Arriving at Portsmouth, the visitors were first 
taken on board Nelson’s flag - ship, which, 
in honour of the event, was appropriately 
* dressed?’ with evergreens instead of flags. 
The spot on the quarterdeck where a 
brass is inlaid bearing the words, * Here 
Nelson fell,” and the bulkhead on the lower 
deck where he died in the arms of Hardy, were 
marked by wreaths of lilac, laburnum, guelder 
rose, and laurels. Having inspected the 
Melpomene, Infiexible, Howe, Collingwood, and 
Trataigar, the party were entertained to luncheon. 
A brief and felicitous speech from Lord Harting- 
ton in proposing the health of Lord Charies, an 
eyually brief reply from the cheery host, who 
explained that this was in no sense a party 
gathering, and а few words from Sir George 
Willes in acknowledgment of the thanks that 
were cordially tendered to him for his assistance, 
brought the festive entr’acte to a close.

By steam-tugs, the Parliamentary hosts were 
next conveyed to Porchester Creek, where they 
witnessed a naval sham-fight on a small scale, in 
which torpedo craft played the principal part. 
The attacking force succeeded in blowing up а 
boom that obstructed the passage up the creek, 
the boom coming down amid the spray in

boats having endeavoured to grapple all 


the defended electrical cables, the -attacking 
party sent out a boat that laid down a line of 
counter-mines the entire length of the defenders' 
mined field. ፲ከ6 operation was simple and 
interesting; the smartness of the torpedo craft 
was particularly admirable. Finally, the party 
was taken out to Spithead, where they witnessed 
some target-shooting by gun-boats, and then 
down the Solent to the vicinity of the Hero, which 
was made the objectof certain torpedoattacks. As 
the torpedo-boats advanced, the Hero converged 
upon them the fire of her eight quick-firing six- 
pounders and her twelve Nordenfeldt and Gardner 
guns; and so constant and telling was this, it 
was hard to believe that in real warfare, even in 
a night attack, as this was supposed to be, the 
torpedo-boats could possibly бе escaped un- 
harmed. All the boats, however, managed to 
get off their torpedoes, and for some seconds 
afterwards the red light attached to them showed 
a few dancing about the wire netting which was 
supposed to have successfully protected the hull 
of the Hero. The torpedo craft manifested great 
daring; the speed with which they came on to 
the ship, and, their mission fulfilled, darted 
away from her again, was in every way surpris- 
ing. After them went, at a great pace, the 
yellow - funnelled Rattlesnake, the “torpedo 


catcher.”

portrayed in the last Number of The Penny Illus- 
trated Paper, was arrested very soon after the 
publication of his likeness. It will be remem- 
bered that on May 22, Assistant-Warder Webb, 
of Strangeways Prison, was murdered by a con- 
vict, who escaped from prison, and recklessly 
gave himself up to housebreaking.

He is thirty-three years of age, and is described 
as am habitual criminal.

They were 
drinking together the greater part of last week, 
and Harrison was frequently chaffed on his re- 
semblance to the published description of the 
murderer, but always turned off. the suggestion 
in a bantering style, and succeeded in allaying 
all suspicion. Among the people with whom he 
had stayed was a man named Booth, living in 
Lee-square, Thornbury.

EDGWARE-ROAD FIRE. 


Dn. Danrorp Tuomas concluded his inquiry 
last Monday into the circumstances attending 
the deaths of six persons who lost their lives in 
the recent бте in the Edgware-road.
